D iscu ssion off W om en a i D ele­ 
g ates C ontinued. 
Nkw Y o r k , May 5.—Interest in the 
Methodist Episcopal Conference in­ 
creases daily. To-day there was a 
larger audience present than on any 
previous day. 
Bishojt J. T. H urst 
presided. The order of business wa6 
stiBpendod for the purpose of giving 
the Committee on Rules an oppor­ 
tunity to report. A num ber of amen tí­ 
mente were made to the rules. They 
were unim portant but created much 
discussion. 
Various committees were 
then announced. 
General Clinton B. Fiske then took 
the floor to advocate the admission of 
women. 
General 
Fiske contended 
th at there is nothing in the law of the 
church which sayB lay delegates shall 
not be womeu. 
It would be revolu­ 
tionary to turn the women ont by a 
vote of the General Conference, and 
the church could not afford to ex­ 
clude them. 
“ Are we so cowardly.” 
asked General Fiske, “ that we would 
refuse to adm it woman for fear she 
would fill the place of m an?” 
Itev. A. J. Kynett, Secretary of the 
Church Extension Society, favored 
the admission of women, and said 
th at the Baptists and Congregational- 
iste adm itted them to their Confer­ 
ences. 
Rev. 1). II. Moore, of the Colorado 
Conference, contended that women 
should not be adm itted. 
In closing 
Dr. Mooro offered a substitute to the 
previous substitute. The new substi­ 
tute provided that during the month 
of October, 1890, a general election 
should bo held in each church, and 
that all the uieinheis be called upon 
to voie for oragaiust the admission of 
women as lay delegates. 
Should the 
majority of the church be in favor of 
the admission of women as lay dele­ 
gates, then the Genoral Conference in 
1892 can complete the change. 
Rev. A. C. Pendleton moved the 
previous question. 
Considerable ex­ 
citem ent existed while the vote was 
being taken. 
W hen the announce­ 
m ent was made it was discovered that 
the motion was lost. The vote stood, 
132 ayes, 187 nays. 
After some din 
cussion an adjournment was had till 
Monday.

He said: “ Blaine has not 
decided to be a candidate; he has 
not asked his friends to make an ag­ 
gressive movement in his behalf; lie 
lias not written any letters declining 
the nomination a second tim e, and it 
is not true that he will be on the 
ocean and out of reach by telegraph 
when the Chicago Convention is in ses­ 
sion. Blaine said he desired to remain 
abroad two years, but he feared he 
would not be able to do so. 
I would 
not be'surprised to hear he was com­ 
ing home next month, or that he 
wonld stay until next year. There is 
no denying the fact that ever since 
his declination 
there has been 
growing sentiment among Republi­ 
cans th at Blaine shall accept the 
leadership of the party in the next 
great battle. 
This movement has 
great strength a n d ' will be a most 
powerful clement in the next Conven­ 
tion. 
I do not think that it is the in­ 
tention of Blaine to come out sau&rely 
for any candidate.’ H e is only human 
and may, of course, say so and so is 
my friend and I would like to see him 
nominated, and such an expression 
would have great weight.”

W right, who shot and killed Budd 
Vann in Ihis town two weeks ag 
was taken from jail early this morn­ 
ing by a mob of masked men and 
hauged to the bridge at the head of 
Main street. 
Wright had been con­ 
fined in the county jail at Napa since 
the Bhooting, but was brought here 
yesterday for bis preliminary exami­ 
nation. 
No one suspected that au at­ 
tempt at lynching would be made. 
At 1 o’clock this morning Justice El­ 
gin, who had the j lil keys, was called 
to his door, surrounded by a mdb and 
forced to give up the keys. 
The 
crowd then took the prisoner from the 
jail, and in ten minutes his body was 
hanging from the bridge. 
No arrests 
have been made, but the tragedy is 
deplored 
by law-abiding 
citizens. 
The shooting of young Vann occurred 
near a house of ill-fame. 
Vann and 
some companions were standing near 
by, when some one threw a rock at a 
window. 
W right, who was a brother 
of tho inmate, was in the house at the 
time, and immediately fired a pistol, 
the shot striking Vann. 
The"streots have been thronged all 
day with people discussing this morn­ 
ings tragedy. The body of the de­ 
ceased, left by the lynchers swinging 
from the bridge, remained and was 
viewed by the passers by until about 
eight this morning, when an under­ 
taker cut it down by order of the 
Sheriff, 
and 
the 
Coroner 
was 
landed on the ground, trying to 
get some evidence of the perpelrators 
of the outrage. 
At tho coroner’s in­ 
quest this afternoon no new facts were 
brought out and there was no clue ob­ 
tainable. 
The jury brought in a ver 
diet to the efl'sct that Wright came to 
his death by violence at the hands of 
unknown {«rsons, and they eeverelv 
censured the police officers of the 
town for gross neglect of duty in leav­ 
ing the jail unguarded.

W ithin sixty days it is expected 
that another addition to the archi­ 
tectural beauty of Los Angeles will be 
commenced. This time it will be a 
six-story and basement, Sespe brown- 
stone building, on the corner of Spring 
and Second streets, to be known as 
the Burdick Block. The plans for 
this building are already completed, 
ar;d the architects, Messrs. Preston & 
Son, are now engaged in drawing the 
working plans. The basement will be 
fitted up for offices, with lights from 
the sidewalk, and the roof will be 
covered with 
Spanish tiling. The 
front portion of the first floor will be ar- 
ged so that it can be used either 
for banks or offices, and in the rear 
fronting on Second S tre e t there will 
be three stores. 
The hallways on 
this floor will cross each other at 
about the center of the bnilding—one 
having a thirteen-foot entrance on 
Spring street 
and 
the 
other an 
eighteen-foot entrance 
on Second 
street. 
The stairway and elevator 
will be placed at the intersection. 
The next four stories will be arranged 
very conveniently for offices, and will 
contain over a hundred rooms. The 
top story will either be used as a resi­ 
dence or as a elub-room. 
The build­ 
ing will cover an area fronting 60 feet 
on Spring street and 1 4 8 feet on Sec­ 
ond. The outside finish will be very 
imposing, 
but there will be 
no 
bay windows. 
There will be no de­ 
livery of goods over the sidewalk, ar­ 
rangements having been provided for 
their reception in Mott alley and con­ 
veyed from there by elevators and 
railways. The building has been so 
arranged that parties renting the 
three stores fronting on Second street 
may have a part oí the floor above.

Morgan’s proposition was first dis­ 
posed of, bein^ carried unanimously. 
Mr. R. A. Ling then moved th at all 
resolutions lie referred to the Comm it­ 
tee on Resolutions, but the chair held 
that as Mr. Hanford’s proposition was 
simply in the form of an am endm ent, 
it was entitled to be acted upon. 
Major M itchell then seconded Mr. 
H anford's motion, and Mr. Sidney 
Lacey rose in opposition. H e end 
that the apportionm ent m ade in the 
report wan a just one and m ade ac­ 
cording to tho num ber of voter*. 
Every precinct had a vote, and it mus! 
ho remembered that a large commit­ 
tee generally proved an awkward one 
to work. There was great difficulty 
in getting the m em bers together and 
in the event of the body being a very 
largo one it would he found that a 
largo proportion of those in it, would 
only attend at very infrequent inter 
vals.M r. W aldron said th at all they 
wanted was an equal chance—they 
were all Democrats—and he moved 
that the report he adopted. 
Dr. I^ithrop considered that one 
delegate from each voting precinct 
was not sufficient and in his opinion 
three would only ho a fair representa­ 
tion. He therefore was in favor that 
the am endm ent be adopted. 
This was coincided in by Mr. Cul 
Ion and Mr. Lacey called attention to 
the fact that Los Angeles only had its 
shaie of representation 
and 
that 
nothing unfair was proposed in the 
com m ittee’s report. 
Judge Ling followed in the same 
strain, and Mr. J. II. Brewer was also 
apposed to any increase in the num ­ 
ber. H e said that considerable jeal­ 
ousy existed between the county and 
tho city, and that this would bo fur­ 
ther enhanced if Mr. H anford’s prop­ 
osition were carried. "W ho aro your 
acting wo king committee ?” 
con­ 
cluded Mr. Brewer. "T he city of . os 
Angeles; and, as a countiy delegate. 
1 am opposed to any increasing of the 
representation therefrom . In f ict, I 
would rather favor a curtailm ent.” 
Hon. S. M. W hite, who had been 
absent during the first part of the pro 
feedings, asked that the question be 
read, and after this was done ad­ 
dressed the meeting. H e said that it 
simply seemed to be a m atter of busi­ 
ness, and added : " It is very hard 
to get a County C entral Com m ittee to 
woi k—nine-tenths of it w ill do very 
little, and a few men will bear the 
brunt of the expenses and tho work. 
Mr. President, there is this to con­ 
sider—men thirty or forty miles away 
from headquarters cannot properly at­ 
tend to the business th at is being 
trailsacted there, and during tho lab* 
few weeks of the cam paign it is ah 
solutely necessary th at the Executive 
Com m ute should lie in session every 
day. Geographically considered, the 
work most he done in the city, aud 
nothing can lie fairer than a represen­ 
tation a -cortWug to population. If the 
am endm ent prevails, and a host of 
members have to come in from J'he 
county, there will not be a quorum 
half the time. Then again why should 
the burden be imposed upon the coun­ 
ty to send three or four m en? No, 
gentlemen, what is fair, is to give the 
county a representation in the com­ 
m ittee according to its population, 
and m ete out to each precinct only its 
just deserts.” (Cheers.) 
Judge King moved that the ques­ 
tion be read aud called for a vote on 
it.Major Mitchell said that Mr. H an­ 
ford’s motion applied to the city pre­ 
cincts and not tho county. 
* 
Judge King moved a point of order 
and the Chair put the question, "All 
in favor of Mr. Hanford’s motion will 
give signal accordingly.” 
W hen tho ayes and nays were call 
ed the Chair said that the nays seem ­ 
ed to have it, but a division was de­ 
m anded by Mr J. J. Hanford. 
This was, however denied and the 
motion was lost am id much excite 
rnent. 
I)r. I^throp then moved an am end­ 
ment to the rei>ort, that two delegates 
from each precinct be appointed, but 
it was not seconded and was therefore 
void. 
The adoption of tho report of the 
Comm ittee was then put to the m eet­ 
ing and carried unanimously. 
' The report of the C o m m ittee__ 
’Resolutions was then called for, but 
j Chairm an W hite announced that it 
1 was not quite ready and asked for 
.perm ission to delay it for half an 
hour, which was granted. 
THE DELEGATKS-AT-LARGE. 
The order of business was then 
read and the election of three dele- 
gates-at-large being next, nominations 
therefore were declared in order. 
Hon. 8. M. W hite nominated as 
one well fitted for such appoinm ent 
the Hon. It F. Del Valle and the 
proposition was received with loud 
cheering. 


Major Burke said th at he would 
nom inate a gentlem an w ho iu every 
path of life had alwavs done his duty 
—the Hon. I. W. Heilm an. 
Mr. R. A. Ling said: 
"1 will 
nom inate a man whose nam e is a 
household world throughout the State, 
a m an who has always faithfully 
fought the battles of Democracy and 
who is always ready to do so—Lieut. 
Governor 8. M. W hiter (Loud and 
prolonged cheering). 
Judge M organ seconded the nom i­ 
nations of all three and"M r. Sabichi 
moved that the gentlem en nam ed, be 
declared elected by 
acclamation. 
Carried unanim ously. 
Hon. S. M. VVblte asked all the 
m em bers of the com m ittee on resolu­ 
tions to step into the unte-room to 
conclude thoir report and Major 
M itchell called for the nam es of the 
m em bers who they w ished to send to 
the State Convention. 
The order of bui-ines* was road out, 
and Mr. Hanford moved that the 
m eeting take a recess for 30 minuto-, 
to give tho m em bers of the different 
districts an opportunity to make their 
nom inations. 
After u few rem aiks by Tudgo Clarke 
and Mr. Del Valle regarding this, Mr. 
Ling rose to a question of privilege 
regarding th e action of the !<iminitto<- 
on Credentials. He stid that no one 
had been authorized to represent In 
glewood, and moved th at tho proxy of 
M r. Storey bo accepted. 
A sim ilar 
proposition was m ade regarding Mouk- 
hill, and both were ultim ately ac­ 
cepted and thoir representatives de­ 
clared in authority. 
M r. M cIntosh said that a number 
of the delegares did not know tho 
boundaries of their district, and asked 
that these be read. 
Mr. G. W. Burton said that this 
was only necessary for the city, as 
the county delegates all knew where 
their lines were. 
M r. Brewer dissented to this re 
m ark, and said that ho for one did 
not know about his. 
Captain B arrett m oved th at four 
cents be collected from every dele­ 
gate present to defray expenses. 
(Laughter.) 
M r. B arrett: I m ean four bits. 
The question of a recess was then 
takeu up and carried unanim ously.

W hile the returns were coming iu, 
a motion was m ade by M r. II. Jacoby 
to the effect, th at the assessm ent of 50 
cents be collected, and this was car­ 
ried and tho collection then m ade by 
precincts. 
M ajor M itchell moved that the elec­ 
tion reports be adopted. 
Carried 
unanim ously. 
Mr. It. A. Ling stated th at Mr. F, 
Sabichi, of the Second Supervisoral 
District, desired to resign in favor of 
Mr. A lbert Ostoff, and the rerigna 
tion was accepted w ithout dissent. 
Mr. H . 8. Baer stated that not 
enough money had been collected to 
defray the necessary expenses and 
moved th at the assessm ent be raised 
to $5 each. (Loud laughter, during 
which M r. Lacey rose and proposed 
that it be increased to $20.) 
M r. Baer accepted Mr. Lacey’s 
am endm ent, who then rose and said 
th at th e $20 pieces could be turned in 
for the purposes of entertaining the 
State Convention, and would m ake a 
good start in that direction. 
Mr. G. W . Burton said th at it had 
been suggested th at a few of the 
m em bers had been putting up all the 
lim e, and th at it was a pity to break 
the record.

TIIK RESOLUTIONS. 
The Hon. S. M. W hite then ap­ 
peared on the platform and read the 
following report of the Comm ittee on 
Resolutions : 
The Democracy of the county of Los 
Angeles, in convention iRsembled, do 
resolve as follows : 
We endorse the adm inistration of 
Grover Cleveland. H is earnest and 
intelligent efforts in the interests of 
the people have justly won the plaud­ 
its of all patriotic citizens. W hen he 
was elected to peiform the duties of 
the high office, the functions of which 
he has so ably discharged, our polit­ 
ical opponents confidently avowed 
th at liis incum bency would result in 
disaster and ruin. 
The prosperity 
which has accom panied his adm inis­ 
tration, the unflagging zeal which he 
has m anifested in promoting the wel­ 
fare of all, and the unsullied charac­ 
ter cf the public servants of his selec­ 
tion by whom he is surrounded, have 
dem onstrated th at the people were 
right in dem anding a change of ad­ 
m inistration, and that the permanency 
of our institutions and the m ainten­ 
ance of our proud position as a people 
depend upon Democratic ascendancy. 
The I>emocracy under the leader­ 
ship of Grover Cleveland seeks to deal 
alone w ith the ireues of the day and 
utilize Governmental authority solely 
to improve the condition of the gov­ 
erned. The Republican organization 
controlled as it is, by persons whose 
transgressions have driven them from 
place seeks restoration to power by 
appealing to issues buried in the ob­ 
livion of a quarter of a century. 
Its 
aspiration as contained iu the declar­ 
ations of its leaders is to revive dis- 
sentious and discord which have long 
since lieen forgotten by all right think­ 
ing m en.

Mr. R. Bilderrain offered a resolu­ 
tion to the effect th at the Convention 
do all in its power to secure the 
nomination of L. J. Rose as Congress­ 
man for the Sixth Congressional Dis­ 
trict.

The next business taken up was the 
election of a chairm an of the County 
Central Comm ittee. 
Mr. Hanford said that he would 
nominate a gentlem an whose m erits 
w ere too well known to need a lengthy 
discourse about— Mr. Eugene G er­ 
main. 
Mr. Levy moved that Mr. I. W. 
Heilm an, who had done such good 
work for Democracy during the last 
campaign, be elected. 
Major Burke said that he under­ 
stood that Mr. Heilm an would decline 
to accept such a nom ination, and 
asked if there was any one preseut 
authorized to accept or decline for 
the gentlem an referred to.

Chairm an Drl Valle, am id loud 
calls on Mr. W hite for a spoech, in­ 
troduced M r.

MR. W HITE’S SPEECH. 
Amid a trem endous outburst of ap­ 
plause Hon. 0.

You have honored m e by 
electing m e to the State Convention, 
with a further indorsem ent as a dele­ 
gate-at-large, aud I need scarcely say 
th at I am delighted with the pros­ 
pects beiore m e. I shall be proud and 
glad to m eet the flower of the Democ­ 
racy at the N ational gathering, and 
add my feeble voice to those who will 
send forth to the country the glad 
tidings th at Grover Cleveland has 
been renom inated for 
President. 
No m atter w hatever may be the 
result of the election before us we 
shall know th at we are in the right. 
This is proven by the discussions in 
the nation’s council-halls aud the 
able m anner in which the affairs of 
the United States have lieen handled 
since th e firet day of the present Dem­ 
ocratic adm inistration.

WHY 8HK STABBED NKlDMAN. 


The 
Causes 
Which Led 
Tragedy at the Port 
San Pedro. 
of 


At 10 o’cLck yesterday morning 
the trial of Isabella Andrew for m ur­ 
der was resumed in Judge Cheney’s 
court. 
Deputy Constable John J. 
Hogan was recalled to the stand and 
examined further by the prosecution. 
The dress which ho Dad found in her 
room the night of the murder was in­ 
troduced in eviuence. 
Witness said 
I found the dress and several other 
articles where she had thrown them 
The dress wad lying in front of the 
washstand, and when I picked it up 
I saw several «pots of blood on its 
front; they were still damp. 
I did 
not examine tho dress closely. 
The 
knife 1 found behind the washstand, 
where it had been 
thrown upon 
some rags and such articles. 
There 
was wet blood on the blade of the 
knife. In the package in which the 
dress was brought iuto court was sev­ 
eral old letters aud some miscellan­ 
eous articles. A mat ruge certificate 
was also among these. It showed 
th at Antonio Elizalda and Ysabel 
Andrews had been married in this 
city by Rev. Pedro Verdaguer on 
AuguBt 18, 1883. 
The letters and papers were given 
back to the defendant as they had no 
bearing on the case, and the dagger 
and dress were held as evidence. 
The latter was a brown striped gar­ 
m ent and showed several dark spots 
upon its front.

ROHEY WILSON 
Was called and said : I lived at San 
Pedro. I did not know Henry Neid- 
m an, but knew the defendant. 
I was 
sick in bed at the time of the trouble 
and knew nothing at all about it. 


PAUL PAULSON 
Was called and testified: 
I was at 
Brown’s dance-house the night of the 
m urder. 
1 was at that place about 11 
o’clock and saw Neidman there about 
half an hour before he was wounded. 
I saw him in Gas’s. 
He was dancing 
with Pearl (lliuton.) 1 saw defend­ 
an t come into Gus’s—she went up to 
the bar and took a drink. 
I did not 
see her do anything. 
I did not see 
Henry any more until after he was 
killed. 1 aud a couple of sailor chaps 
went to Brown’s to get a drink. 
N either the defendant or H enry came 
in there while 1 was there until after 
the murder. 
While Henry was Be­ 
ing on the floor wounded I 
fendant standing near him. 
was doing anything to her. 


JERRY COMOCY, 
A policeman, was called: 
known defendant for several years, 
and had gone to defendant’s room 
with her. 
He bad staid there aboi't 
three minutes. 
While he was there 
she put some kind of a knife or 
weapon into her stocking. 
As she 
did so she said somebody bad abused 
her in the dance-house and she was 
not going to stand it. 
He told her not 
to get into any troublo as she was a 
friend of his. 
“ I had known her be­ 
fore she was married. 
After she put 
the knife in her stocking I went down 
to the schooner where I was sleeping, 
(Owing to the strike I could not get 
quarters in tho town), and that is 
all I know about the case. 
I was 
Deputy Sheriff at that time—sent to 
Han Pedro to keep the strikers from 
doing any damage.” 
Cross-examination: I have knawn 
defendant about six years, was quite 
an intimate friend of her’s. 
I do not 
know why she took me to her room. 
She did not show me any knife. 
She 
simply said somebody had insulted 
her and did not sav who had done so. 
She was not at all* excited, and I did 
not think she was going to hurt %ny 
one. 


e . c . WELCH 
Testified : I live at Ban Pedro and a n 
Constable there. 
I know defendant 
and kuew deceased. I was not pres­ 
ent when he cauie to bis death. I 
saw defendant a little after 2 a . m . 
Monday morning when she came to 
my house. She made a statement 
then. On the morning of the 10th, 
prisoner came to me and gave herseli 
up and asked me to take her to Los 


was pat upon the stand to testify as 
t) his correctness in taking certain 
pissages of testimony at th a t time. 


J . 8 . C. JOHNSON 
Justice cf the Peace of Wilmington 
rowusbip, w h s called aud testified : 
I held the examination of Isabella 
Audar&s at Wilmington on the 23d of 
December la9t. I made an examina­ 
tion of tho bruises upon her body and 
found some upon her rizht leg above 
the knee and some upon the left. 
They were blue and about tho size of 
a half dollar. 
The defendant's counsel hero said 
that they had no more witnesses to 
introduce except the defendant, and 
that they did not care to put her on 
the stand until an interpreter could 
be secured, whereupon the court or­ 
dered an interpreter to be sent for. 


ANTONIA MENDEZ, 
A woman was called by the defense, 
while an interpreter was being sent 
for. hhe said : I live in East Los An­ 
cles. I know the defendant and saw 
ler and Henry Neidman at San Pe­ 
dro that night. I weut with Albert 
Mass from Gus’s saloon to Browns’s. 
I saw Neidman standing with Pearl 
Hinton. Sho was calling the figures 
in the quadrille. I did not see Isabella 
then. We met Henry on our wav to 
Brown’s. Albert left me at tho fittle 
back gate, going into the rooms. 
Al­ 
bert weut back to Gun’s. Heury called 
him to go to G u s ’b with him and take a 
drink. I wont into Brown’s hall, and 
saw Neidman brought in wounded. I 
did not see any quarrel between Isa­ 
bella and Henry.

1 saw some one kick at 
her just as she was going out of her 
door. H e kicked at her from behind. 
I never saw any one kick at her from 
before. I never heard Isabella tell 
Hogan on the way t<5 jail to make me 
quit choking her. 
The court asked the defense if their 
idea was to prove that the witness did 
not receive the kicks and braises from 
the crowd. Tho counsel for the defense 
said : 
Our idea is that Neidman in­ 
flicted the bruises himself, and that is 
the reason we are so particular in ex­ 
amining witnesses as to w hether they 
saw any one kick or hit her—some said 
they had seen her hit and some said 
not. The court instructed the 8herifi’ 
to take charge of the jury and then 
adjourned. 
There has been considerable discus­ 
sion as to the defendant’s real name. 
Officer Berry, a life-long resident of 
this county, says her name is Isabella 
Andrada. 
He was acquainted with 
her family. 


DEFENDANT, ISABELLA ANURASS, 
Was then sworn and placed upon the 
stand. 
She testified: 
I lived in San 
Pedro on tho 10¿h of December last. 
I have been in jail here ever since the 
next day. I am the defendant in this 
case. 
I am a married woman—Anto­ 
nio Elizalda is my husband. I was 
married to him . My certificate is on 
the table there. That is my little boy 
by the table. That is all the family I 
have. I first met Henry Neidman at 
San Pedro at Mrs. Brown’s. 1 used 
to go there every Saturday night from 
Los Angeles to sell clothing to the la­ 
dies who dance J. I lived in Los An- 
_ 
then, 
on 
Alameda 
street, 
and sewed for a living. 
My hus­ 
band 
left me with another wo­ 
man. 
1 
had 
no property then. 
I used to sew for the ladies at Brown’s, 
and while going there for that par­ 
ióse I met Henry Neidman. I used 
ogo there every Saturday and re­ 
mained until Monday. 
During the 
time I was there I sat in the dance 
hall with Mrs. Brown. She was god­ 
mother to my child. I never saw 
Henry Neidman until I went to San 
Pedro. 
He took me out to dance 
every time. (Witness here began to 
cry, and could not respond to the 
attorney’s questions for eome time, 
without great difficulty.) 
He made 
love to me, and made propositions to 
me to live with him, and I c jnsented. 
I went to San Pedro and lived with 
him at Mr. Brown’s, according to his 
advice. We occupied tho same room. 
He advised me after I went to San 
Pedro with him to take men into my 
confidence and make money out of 
them , and when I did so he took the 
money. 
W hen 1 first met him he 
was a bartender, but afterwards he 
hardly ever did anything. He never 
rave any reasons for not working. 
He used to take all the money I made 
and gamble it off. 
I lived with him 
under these circumstances for be­ 
tween 
two 
and 
three 
years. 
He did 
not 
live 
with me all 
that 
time. 
At 
one 
time 
when 1 was sick, confined to bed, be 
went on a trip on a schooner for three 
or four m onths. 
He never gave me 
any money; he never had any. 
He 
had a room at a hotel for which he 
(>aid $5 a week, because he did not 
want to interfere with my business. 
He kept this room all the time, be- 
cau e he would have been arrested if 
the officers had found he was living 
with me. 
I paid all his expenses. 
1 
paid for the room at the hotel. 
I 
used to sew during the day for the 
ladies, and this money he got too. I 
lived in Los Angelos with him for 
four or five months. 
I was sick in 
bed for some time here. 
He did 
nothing, and I supported him upon 
some money 1 saved up while I was 
in San Pedro. 
He weut to San Diego 
while I was sick here. 
We had been 
back about ten or twelve days when 
be died, and we went to San Pedro 
as soon as tie got here. ’ I w os at San 
Pedro when lie was on the schooner, 
and when he left there I came to Los 
Angeles, as my baby was sick. Be­ 
fore he left San Diego he telegraphed 
for mo to go to San redro. Ho came 
to see me here when he came back 
from 8an Diego, and asked me to go 
to San Pedro. 
I left here on Friday 
and tho murder happened on Satur­ 
day. 
We did not go down together; 
he went first and I followed* 
I went 
to live at Brown’s, 
lie lived with me 
there some lim e.” 
Antonio Mondez (a woman) and 1 left 
Brown’s and went to the saloon of 
Gus. 
When I got there I saw Henry 
dancing in the hall. 
He was dancing 
a quadrille, and wheu I saw he was 
dancing I look his liat off and threw 
it down, anil when he picked it up he 
called me a vulgar nam e, and asked 
why I took his hat off. 
I then asked 
him if this was the way he treated 
me, if he would take all my money 
and spend it with these kind of wo- 
rnen. 
He said nothing, but went to 
the bar and took a drink. 
When he 
finished he went out. 
I went back to 
my house and then into Brown’s and 
danced a waltz. 
W hen I finished I 
went to the door and saw Joe the bar­ 
ber. I then said: “ let’s go to Gas’s.” 
I took 
hold of 
his 
hand. 
He 
went 
a 
little 
way 
with 
me 
and 
then 
said 
he 
was 
afraid 
to go there, as there were a great 
many drunken men there and he was 
not armed. 
He asked me if I had a 
weapon. Then 1 took out my dagger 
and gave it to him . 
We went then to 
Gus’s. I looked into the window and 
called to a woman named Isadore to 
come and go to Brown’s. At first she 
refused, saying there were not enough 
women at G as’s. I asked her again 
and she consented then, and I and 
Joe went back toward Brown’s and 
we met Henry by the little bridge.

Our coal

and it is also well protected. 
“The coal we have just found on 
the line in Monterey county is excel­ 
lent in quality and we feel fairly con­ 
fident as to quantity.

Following as the commont» of the 
Chicago lawyers and press on Mr. 
Fuller named by the President for 
Chief-Justice of the United States: 
The appointment seems to give very 
general satisfaction in Chicago. The 
Judges and members of the Bar are 
especially pleased. 
W. 0 . Goudy, 
who had many supporters in the West 
for the Chief Justiceship, said: 
“ I 
am very much gratified, indeed, to 
hear that Mr. Fuller has received the 
appointment. 
I was certain that i 
the President came to Illinois for a 
Chief Justice Mr. Fuller was the only 
m an upon whom the choice would 
fall. 
lie is a ri|>e scholar, and able 
lawyer, of perfect integrity. 
He will 
fill the position ably. 
1 regard the 
position of Chief Justice as the high­ 
est post of honor under the Govern­ 
m ent, more honorable than the Presi­ 
dency. 
In selecting Mr. Fuller tho 
President has honored the State of 
Illinois and the whole W est.” 
Colonel Huntington Jackson said : 
“ It's a higher position than any king 
could aspire to ; it does'ut come by 
hereditary decent; it is a recognition 
of pure m erit; it is an honor to the 
West that the President should have 
chosen the Chief Justice from amongst 
the lawyers of Chicago.” 
Judge Bhepard said : “ It is the best 
appointment the President could have 
made. I am heartily glad that Mr. 
Fuller has been nam ed.” 
Judge Tulley said: 
“ I can’t say 
much on the subject, for I ’d never 
know where to stop. It is not only a 
very high tribute to Nr. Fuller, but it 
is an honor to Chicago, that one of 
her sons should be named for this 
high position.” 
The Journal (Republican) 
pays: 
“ The appointment will be approved 
roost heartily by Mr. Fuller’s host of 
friends in IUinoH. where for over 
thirty years he has been in the active 
and successful practice of his profes­ 
sion, in which he stands among the 
very foremost. 
Mr Fuller is a native 
of Maine, and is in the vory prime of 
his physical and mental powers. Noone 
acquainted with him personally will 
question tho wisdom of his appoint­ 
m ent to the exalted pos tion for which 
he has been named. 
His confirma­ 
tion by tho Senate will be a matter of 
course. 
Iq personal appearance Mr. 
Fuller is unusually handsome. 
His 
hair and moustache are silvery, and 
his features clear cm and intelligent. 
In statue he is short and slight, coin 
pared with hiH future associa es on 
the Supreme Bench. 
Mr. Fuller is a 
man of fine scholarly as well as legal 
talents, and his ability as an orator 
has 
won him 
the

Chauncey M. Depew of the West,

Democrat. 
H e 
was loyal in feelini

a believer in the

State rights,^nd an advocate of asim ­ 
ple government. 
He is a member of 
the Protestant Kpi«copal church, and 
has been prominently identified with 
th at religions denomination, and con­ 
spicuous in the Cheney and other 
famous ecclesiastical trials. 
He is 
well known in Washington as a prac­ 
titioner before the Supreme Court. 
Jam es W. Harlan, a sou of Justice 
Harlan, is in Mr. Fuller’s law office 
here. 
New Fork Democrats think highly 
of Mr. Fuller, whom the President 
has nominated for the Chief Justice­ 
ship. Few lawyers, however, knew 
Fuller personally, so they could not 
say other than that the President has 
not blundered after his long deliber­ 
ation. 
Leading Irish-Americans are 
outspoken in their gratification over 
the defeat of Phelps, and Democratic 
politicians were correspondingly hap-

r over the fact that a stumbling- 
ock was not to be placed in the way 
of Irish-Amerioan loyalty to the party.

A SKETCH OP Ills LIFE. 
Melville Weston Fuller is a well- 
known Chicago lawyer who has built 
up a large legal practice there during 
the last thirty years and whose ability 
and integrity are recognized even by his 
political opponents. He was born in 
Augusta, Me., on February 11, 1833. 
His father was Frederick A. Fuller; 
his mother Catherine Martin, daugh­ 
ter of Chief-Justice Nathan Weston. 
Melville W. fitted for college in Augus­ 
ta and graduated at Bowdoin in the 
class of 1853, his classmate being E. 
J . Phelps, our Minister to England, 
who is also prominently mentioned 
in connection with the Chief Justice­ 
ship. 
Mr. Fuller, after leaving col­ 
lege, began the study of law in the 
office of his uncle, George Melville 
Weston, at Bangor. 
After attending 
lectures in the law department of 
Harvard University he began the 
S 
ractice of his profession in Augnsta 
i 1856. W hile waiting for c ients he 
acted as editor of the Age, an I won 
his spurs in journalism. 
Feeling that his true field of work 
was the law, and realizing that his 
native city did not afford that scope 
for effort which he stood in need of. 
Mr. Fuller came West and selected 
Chicago. 
Here he did not have to 
wait long for practice. H is ability 
was speedily recognized and properly 
rewarded. 
For ihirty years he has 
enjoyed a lucrative practice and has 
won distinction among the foremost 
at this bar. In 1861 he was elected a 
member of the State Constitutional 
Convention. 
In 
1802 
he 
was 
chosen to the Legislature, and, al­ 
though a Democrat, running each 
time in a strong Republican district, 
he was victoiious by large majorities. 
He was a delegate to the Democratic 
National Convention of 1864, 1872. 
1870 and 1880. Iu 1800, when he hau 
been in Chicago only about three 
years, he was selected by the citizens 
to deliver the address of welcome to 
Stephen A. Douglass. It was an elo­ 
quent, scholarly and brilliant effort, 
i 1858 Mr. Fuller married Carrie O. 
que 
In 1_______ 
Reynolds, and, after her decease, 
Mary Ellen, daughter of the dis­ 
tinguished banker, William F. Cool- 
baugh. 
He has 
eight daughters. 
Mr. Fuller’s most prominent traits of 
character are uncompromising integ­ 
rity, devotion to the interests of his 
clients, industry for the sake of the 
pleasure there

In his home Mr. Fuller is at his 
happiest. There in his library, stocked 
with the choicest books of the stand­

It is no more of a disgrace to 
leave tho ranks of a party than it is to 
destroy a watch dog that has gone 
mad with hydrophobia.

wholly unnecessary. To be brief, in 
defining the old charter: It was good 
enough for to meet past requirements, 
but it is unsuitable for even tbe peg- 
ont and future requirements, as is a 
pair of pants for a boy who has out­ 
grown them . 
So that if the pro­ 
posed new charter is not adopted it 
will necessitate the election of a new 
Board of Freeholders to frame anoth 
er charter to be voted for, and those 
objectionable features in the proposed 
new charter now made expressly in 
the 
interest, for 
the people and 
directed 
against 
corporations and 
monopolies will be formed to suit the 
gain of certain individuals at the ex­ 
pense of the people. 
I have been 
told that the provisions inserted for 
the removal of smallpox patients is an 
ure. This objection 
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objectionable feature. 
. 
is raised principally to blind the ideas 
of those who do not stop to read and 
consider. 
I do not know of any city, 
county, or State that is not obliged 
for the protection of its inhabitants to 
enforce strict quarantine laws. 
The 
force of the application in the pro­ 
posed chatter, is not any greater than 
with tho aid charter. All charters are 
amendatory to the existing State law ; 
which 
says 
that 
a 
person’s 
hou’o 
is 
his 
castle 
or home, 
and 
no 
law 
can 
remove 
him 
from it 
unless with bis consent. 
Of course, for the safely of your 
neighbors and for the public’s safety, 
it is expected of you to strictly comply 
with the quarantine regulations. 
1 
am also told that reducing the num ­ 
ber of councilmen increases the risk 
of jobbing. I do not agree with the 
gentlemen who think this, and my 
reasons for thinking adversely are 
theso: In the first place the gentle­ 
men who will be elected will be well 
paid, $250 per month. 
They must 
hold daily session from 10 a . m . to 4 
i*. m. To pass any measure involving 
any expense, 
purchasing, leasing 
or disposing of any property en­ 
tering 
into 
or 
binding the city 
with any contract, or granting any 
franchise or special privilege, will re­ 
quire the recording of four votes out 
of the five, with the additional ap­ 
proval of the Mayor; should h e dis­ 
approve of the raeamire it is returned 
to the Council with the written objec­ 
tions indorsed on the back, which 
veto power can only be overcome by 
having the full recorded vote of the 
five Councilmen. The election of one 
Councilman from each ward centers 
the responsibility and management of 
the interests of the wards, leaving no 
doubs of who is to blame in case of 
any mismanagement. 
Tais large county of ours is m an­ 
aged by five supervisors, and I have 
not heard one word as to any mis 
management, while hundreds of criti­ 
cisms are raised against the m ism an­ 
agement of onr city governm ent; and 
why? because the former are paid 
for their services and the latter are 
not. 
It is a human as well as a divine 
law that says the laborer is entitled to 
his pay; then why continue th e plan 
of encouraging prostitution of office? 
The charge of centralizing too much 
power in the mayor is idl*- gossip de­ 
rived from a lack of careful study of 
the question. None of his appointive 
officers, and only then subject to the 
approval of a majority vote of the 
Council, cut any political significance. 
In fact, the proposod charter express­ 
ly provides so as to elim inate as 
:r.uch 
as 
possible 
politics. 
For 
the appointment of tour (4 ) citi­ 
zens bv the Council, not more than 
two (2) of same political party, to 
form, with the Mayor, a Board of 
Police Commissioners, aud' also pro­ 
vides, subject to the same conditions, 
for to form a Board of Fire Commis­ 
sioners. If this police provision was 
in the old charter, this jeopardising 
of life and property, that is being 
done at present under the existence 
of the Police Commissioners’ squab­ 
ble, would not exist; tho true inward­ 
ness would not stand exposure. The 
dollar tax limit not only insures more 
scrupulous management, but it also 
insures you against being charged in­ 
creased interest should your circum­ 
stances require the loan of money. 
The increasing of our bonded indebt­ 
edness ought to be so apparent to 
every one that comment would seem 
unnecessary. Its refusal either means 
increased rate of taxation or the 
crippling of public improvement, which 
means the throwing of 
hundreds 
out of employment. Grant th a t you 
meet the emergency by increasing 
taxation, and in result you will find a 
depreciation 
of 
property 
values. 
W hy? Because the average investor, 
no matter how infatuated he m ay be 
your 
climate, 
thinks 
more 
of 
his 
dollar 
than 
of 
your 
climate, and 
aa 
a 
consequence 
he will naturally wait until prices go 
lower. 
It’s human nature. 
The 
question of the purchase of the Water 
Company ought to appeal to the ne­ 
cessity of the public. Certainly no 
heavy stockholder in this or any other 
corporation whose interests are going 
to be antagonized will vote for its 
adoption. Why? Because dollars and 
cents are dearer than the people. The 
express provision against the laying 
of less than four-inch water mains 
guarantees the pnblic greater fire 
protection and less insurance. 
The 
fire in a great many thickly eettled 
portions of our fair city means a total 
destruct on, and we owe many thanks 
to heaven that the elements of nature 
have so generously favored us. In 
conclusion, let me say to your readers 
that I hope the good public did not 
expect of us the wisdom of our Crea­ 
tor, and if they did, I am sure it 
would not meet with a unanimous 
verdict in its favor.

ment in this 8tete some forty years 
ago. “ Uncle Ben,” as he was called, 
was converted at a M ethodist gather­ 
ing held in his bam seventy years 
ago, joined the Methodist OBurch and 
was a consistent member till his 
death. 
He was a great Bible reader, 
and daring his life had read that book 
thronsb pearly forty tim es. 
He was 
1 at*«olive anti-tenter, and his home 
was headquarters for m any of the per­ 
sons in favor of the movement. 
In the summer of 1843, the people 
in portions of Ulster, Gwen, Dela­ 
ware and Schoharie counties began to 
talk excitedly about the evils of the 
system under which most of them had 
lePMd lands which were a portion of 
the great Livingston tract. The prop- 
etty was rented under what was 
known as a “ three-life lease.” 
The 
lessee was to have the occupancy of 
certain specified land for a term of 
rs, during which three persons se­ 
ed 
by 
himself 
should 
live. 
Ally these persons were the lessee, 
his wife, and his youngiest, health­ 
iest 
chUd. W hen 
all 
of 
these 
were dead the land, with all the im: 
proveniente made thereon by the oc­ 
cupant, reverted to the owner. 
An­ 
other evil of the system greatly com­ 
plained’of was tKe'fact that if at ar.y 
Urns the leasee sold his lease to an­ 
other, one quarter of the purchase 
price was taken by the owner of the 
land. Some time after these evils bo­ 
gan to be the subject of discussion it 
was whispered about that an organis­ 
ation haa been formed to \ ut an end 
to the by legislation, and that to en­ 
force the demand for such legislation

members, when assembled In public 
wore a disguise consisting of a sheep­ 
skin mask for the face, a cap orna­ 
mented with a fox or raccoon’s tail, 
•r feathers and a blouse or tunic of 
calico over the uBaal clothing. A band 
of Aati-Kent Indians was organized 
by prominent adti-rentersin the towns 
oi Hhandaken and Olive, in Ulster 
county. Its chief was known as Big 
Thunder, and the place o' meeting 
was at a well-known hotel kept by 
Cornelias Winne. 
Some of them are 
■till living. 
W hat was at. first regarded as a fine 
chance for fan and excitem ent came 
at last to be a very serious matter. 
A 
peculiar blast up >n a tin horn by a 
chosen leader, and then repeated by 
subordinates near each house along 
a designated route, brought the mem­ 
bers together, armed and disguised, 
and when assembled, it was some­ 
times found that the affair in hand 
was the tarring and feathering of some 
one opposed to them , or arm ed re­ 
sistance to the law officers, who were 
about to swoop down upon some de­ 
linquent for non-payment of rent. 
After these disorders had existed 
for a vear or so, a law was passed in 
1845 forbidding persons to appear dis­ 
guised and arm ed under a penalty of 
imprisonment in the County Jail for 
six months. This law, however, did 
not have mnch effect. 
A crisis of a 
tragic nature was reached on August 
7, 1845, when Sheriff Moore of Dela­ 
ware county, went to the town of An­ 
des to sell the cattle of a man named 
Mono# Earl, ui»on an exection for rent. 
He found assembled there 170 men. 
armed and disguised. 
H e wus told 
th at they m eant him no harm, but 
they added “ let bidders beware.” The 
cattle were driven near the road and 
then the Indians surrounded them. 
Joat then Deputy Sheriffs Osman N. 
Steele and K. Édgarton appeared on 
horseback and caused their horses to 
leap over the fenoe into the field. The 
story of what followed is somewhat in 
dispute, but the An^ti-Kenters in that 
day claimed that the Deputy Sheriffs 
made very warlike demonstrations, 
flourished their pistols and fired them 
at the Indians. 
The chief in com­ 
m and of the latter ordered them to 
shoot the horees of Steele and Edgar- 
ton. 
This was done, bat one of the shots 
took effect on Steele, and he s u m ved 
bat a few hours. The Governor of the 
State declared the county in a state of 
insurrection, and placed it under m ar­ 
tial law. 
Subsequently a Deputy 
Sheriff was assaulted at Woodstock in 
ib is county, and deprived of his 
papers. 
Wholesale arrests followed. 
Only two persons were convicted. 
Their 
namee were O’Connor and 
Van 
Steenbargh. 
They 
were 
found 
guilty 
of the murder 
of 
Steele and sentenced to be executed. 
Governor W right commuted the sen­ 
tence to that of im prisonment for life, 
and they were finally pardoned by 
Governor Young, after serving about 
two years in Sing Sing, A re-action 
set in. In the course of a few years 
legislation more securely protected the 
tenants of leased lands, and the force 
of public opinion induced the holders 
of theso large tracts to sell lands to 
those wishing to buy, and the “ Anti­ 
R ent W ar” was soon at an end.—[N. 
Y. Sun.

Poeple 
N ew spaper*. 
The American cities have hardly 
anything to please a trained or a nat­ 
ural sense of beauty. They have build 
ings that cost a great deal of mone' 
and produce a certain effect—build 
ings, shall I say, such as our Midland 
Station at St. l’anceras, but nothing 
such as Somerset House or Whitehall. 
One architect of genius they had— 
Richardson. 
I had the pleasure to 
know him ; he is deail.alas! Much 
of his work was injured by the con 
ditions under which be was obliged 
to execute it; I can remember but 
one building, and that of no great 
importance, where he seems to have 
had 
his 
own way, 
to be fully 
him self; but that is, indeed, excellent. 
In general, where the Americans suc­ 
ceed best in their architecture—in that 
part so indicative and educative of a 
people’s sense for beauty—is in the 
fashion of their villa cottages in wood. 
These are often orginal and at the 
same time very pleasing; but they 
are pretty and coquettish, not beauti­ 
ful. Of the really beautiful in the 
other arts and in literature, very little 
has been produced there as yet. I 
asked -a German portrait painter, 
whom I found painting and prosper­ 
ing in America, how he liked the 
country. “ How can an artist like it!” 
was his answer. The American art­ 
ists live chiefly in Europe; all Amer­ 
icans of cultivation and wealth visit 
Enrope more and more constantly. 
Tho mere nomenclature of the coun­ 
try acts upon a cultivated person like 
the incesant pricking of pins. 
What 
people in whom the sense for beauty 
and fitness was quick could have in­ 
vented, or could tolerate, the hideous 
names endio^ in ville, the Briggs- 
villes, 
Higginsvilles, Jacksonvines, 
rife from Maine to Florida; the jum ­ 
ble of unnnatural and inappropri­ 
ate names everywhere? On the line 
from Albany to Buffalo you have, in 
one part, half the nam es in the classi­ 
cal dictionary to designate the stations; 
it is said that the folly is due to a sur­ 
veyor who, when the country was laid 
out happened to possess á classical 
dictionary; bnt a people with any art­ 
ist sense" would have put down that 
surveyor. The American meekly re­ 
tains his nam es; and, indeed, his 
strange Marcell us or Syracuse is, per­ 
haps, not much worse than their con­ 
genital Briggsville. 
Soon after arriving in Boston I 
grabbed a Boston 
newspaper and 
came upon a column headed “ Tick­ 
ings.” By tickings we are to under­ 
stand news conveyed through the 
tickings of the telegraph. The first 
“ ticking” was “ Matthew Arnold is 
sixty-two years old”—an age, I must 
just say in passing, which I had not 
then readied. The second “ ticking” 
was, “ Wales says Mary is a darling;” 
the 
meaning 
being 
that 
the 
Prince of Wales 
expressed great 
admiration 
for 
Misa 
Mary 
An­ 
derson. 
This was at Boston, the 
American 
Athens. 
I proceeded to 
Chicago. 
An evening paper was 
given me soon after I arrived; I 
opened it and found under a large 
type heading: 
“ We Have Seen Him 
Arrive,” the following picture of my­ 
self: 
“ He has harsh features, su- 
lercilious manners, parts his hair 
lown tho middle, wears a single eye­ 
glass and ill-fitting clothes.” 
Not­ 
withstanding this rather unfavorable 
introduction, I was most kindly and 
hospitably 
received 
at 
Chicago.

A Good D eal, It A ppears, W hen It 
Is Not P ro perly H estow ed. 
A name is certainly not the least 
important factor in a m an’s career. 
How mnch more difficult would it be 
for Muggins or a Finnegan to gain ac­ 
ceptance as a poet, however great his 
talent, than for a Tennyson or a Mil­ 
ton ! No m atter how great a m an’s 
energy, talent or courage may be, an 
odd or ridiculous nam e will be a clog 
to him through life, and add im­ 
mensely to his difficulties in making 
hia way upward. Of what avail a 
m an’s aristocratic appearance, cor­ 
rect dress, coat of the most fashion­ 
able cut, and satisfactory balance 
at the bank, if his visiting card 
condemns him to pity or to ridicule? 
What a consolation it must be to a lady 
afflicted with a disagreeable name to 
know that she may have an oppor­ 
tunity of changing it fora better in a 
wav at once gratifying to her pride 
and affections.

6. The City Clerk, who has charge 
of your archives and other city p op- 
ert.v.7. The City Attorney, the law 
officer and adviser of the Govern­ 
ment. 
8. The Police Judges, who admin­ 
ister the laws and enforce your or­ 
dinances 
«•--These are the people’s officers and 
servants, responsible directly and only 
to tl io people. 
The remaining officers and em- 
xAoyeea are more in the nature of 
üiitami officers, who hold office at the 
•will of the City Government, and uro 
so under its control and can beheld 
to a closer responsibility. 
2. The now charter is a vast im­ 
provement upon the old in regard to 
methods of opening, improving and 
grading the public streets. Its provi­ 
sions on this point will, we confidently 
hope, be found to lie more simple, expe­ 
ditious, Inexpensive, and, in the mam, 
more just than the cumbersome, un­ 
certain and tedious provisions of the 
present Charter in these respects. 
In this connection an objection lias 
been urged to the provisions of Sec­ 
tion 16», that a street, shall not be re­ 
graded and improved after the grade 
has once been established “ without 
the consent of the majority of prop­ 
erty owners in each block fronting on 
eai(i street without compensating 
euch owners for any damage which is 
' occasioned thereby 
and it Is urged 
that this is unjust to the owners. This 
provision was, in fact, inserted at the 
instance of owners of property thus 
affected, and for the express pnrpose 
of protecting them, and it. is difficult 
to nee how that object could, with jus­ 
tice to the public interests, be more 
effectually provided for. It is hardly 
possible that a case could occur in 
which the interests of the owners of 
property in any one block would be 
materially divergent, and such cases 
the pow ers of the Council are ample to 
provide for. 
3. As to the limit of taxation and 
indebtedness, much objection lias 
been made to “the dollar limit’’ as 
provided in Section 2, Subdivision 10. 
One answer to this is that it has 
been found to work admirably in San 
Francisco in checking the extrava­ 
gance aud waste of the Council and 
officers. 
Again, the Aseessor and the Council, 
as a Board of Equalization, have it in 
their power, by raising the valuation, 
to increase the tax. It is evident that 
some check should be put on the ex­ 
penditures of the city, and mature de­ 
liberation, after consultation with cit­ 
izens best fitted to judge, led to the 
adoption of the limit of $1 on each 
$100. The same reasons led to the 
adoption of the $2,000,000 limit lor 
the ordinary bonded indebtedness of 
the city (See Section 222); but upeoial 
exception is made for raising on bonds 
all the money that may be necessary 
to provide the city with proper water 
works and sewer-ge systems. The 
crying need for both of these improve­ 
ments is so patent to you all that ar­ 
gument is unnecessary. 
4. A great deal has been made out 
of the discrepancy between the pro­ 
vision of Sections 0 and 116 of the 
Charter, the former providing that 
four members of the Board of IlealthJ 
shall tie appointed by the Mayor and 
confirmed by the Council, and the 
latter that they shall be appointed by 
the Council. This inadvertent dis­ 
crepancy is, of course to, ha regretted, 
but the mere statement of the case 
suggests the answer: (1) As a legal 
proposition the provisions of the last 
Section, being especially devoted to 
the Board of Health, will control. 
(2) Inasmuch us the appointment 
must, in either case l)e acceptable to 
the Council, the Mayor can appoint 
and the Council confirm, and imme­ 
diately the Council can by separate 
action appoint, thus fulfilling the le- 
quirements of both Sections. (3) If the 
whole system proposed as to the Board 
of Health should fall to the ground, 
the Council has power, constitution­ 
ally aud by the Charter, to appoint a 
Board and prescrii)e its duties. The 
objection to vesting the power in the 
Board of Health to remove smallpox 
patients to the hospital is nothing 
new. The Council,under the Consti­ 
tution and Laws, has always had 
this power. 
It seemed to the Free­ 
holders more Acting to vest it in the 
Board of Heulth, as likelv to l>e more 
intelligently exercised by it for the 
public welfare in case of emergency, 
than by the Council. 
In case the 
power should be improperly exercised 
the Council can remove the Board at 
pleasure 
in conclusion we would sav that all 
of the objections urged since the 
pobhcation of the Charier and many 
more were presented, urged and fully 
discussed by the Freeholders in com­ 
mittee and full session, and the re-ult 
is a compromise. 
There is no one of the Freeholders 
to whom the Charter íb in all respects 
unobjectionable. The points that are 
favored by one are condemned by an­ 
other. 
Your Freeholders were representa­ 
tive men. It would be difficult to 
select fifteen men who would more 


billy represent the divergent view» oi 
the citizens, and it is our firm l^’ie* 
aftar our experience In Charter mak 
ing that no other body < Í Freeholder» 
that could be chosen by you could 
agree upon n Charter that would be 
more acceptable to the majority of the 
•lectors.

Second only to Joaquin Murieta’i 
band, during the early «lays of high 
way robbery in California was that of 
Tom 1U-11, or Thomas .1. Bell, as he 
subscribed his name. He was a na 
tive of Alabama, whem lie received a 
medical edn ulion, and came to Cali­ 
fornia in 1850. At lb st, he worked 
honestly enough as a miner, but final 
ly took to gambling. Having uneuc 
cettfJuilv wooed the fickle goddess at 
the card table, he became desperate, 
aud going out upon the highway took 
her by the throat. Bell was six feet 
high, lithe, sinewy, sanguine in tem 
pprament and quick in action; of a 
randy complexion, with a light bine 
eye, which, though ordinarily mild, 
w'ould, w hen aroused by opposition 
blase w ith the intensity of his wrath 
He had six or eight followers, and in 
the summer of 1856 they roamed the 
foothills from the Yuba to Granite 
City. He was kind-hearted and mag 
nanimous for a robber and murderer, 
and sometí men disgraced his calling 
by acts that proved him possessed of 
a humane heart. 
A traveler carrying n large sum of 
money was riding one afterncon along 
a shady mountain road, that led down 
to the valley, beguiled, may lie, by 
beautiful visions of the far off home 
to which ho was returning. He was 
just throwing back his bead to attack 
the high parts ot “Too Girl 1 Left 
Behind Me.” a melody which ho had 
been whistling for half an hour, when 
lie heard the «’latter of horses 
feet on the road behind him 
Turning in the saddle, he saw three 
horse men galloping rapidly after 
him, some fifty yards away, one of 
whom called on him to stop.

to dio on the road of hemorrhage, pro­ 
ceeded skillfully and tenderly to take 
up the severed artery and to bind up 
the wound. Just as ho was finishing 
he heard n wagon passing 
on 
the road and directed one of

men 
to 
wait 
upon 
the 
teamster. 
This 
was 
promptly 
done, the astonished individual being 
brought to a stand and diseucupibered 
of his money. A lied was then has­ 
tily made in the bottom of the wagon, 
the wounded man laid upon it, and 
the driver told to proceed, but to 
avoid the rats. In answer to the re­ 
quest of the traveler to tie his horae 
to the wagon,Bell declined, but prom 
ised to turn it loose at that spot, after 
stripping it of its gear, and lie did as 
lie promised. 
A singular tragedy occurred in con­ 
nection with the attempted ireapture 
of three of Bell’s band who ha<l es­ 
caped from the Nevada jail. Just after 
dark the sheriff received intelligence 
that the highwaymen lay concealed 
in a cabin at Gobi Flat. Taking with 
him four men, the sheriff set out 
to effect a capture. Crossing a

ravine 
on his 
way he 
foumi 
four 
horses 
tieil 
and 
supp*>sing something wrong, he de­ 
termined to wait there till tho own­ 
ers, whom he believed to be robbers, 
should make their 
appearance. 
Presently the Sheriff heard a noise in 
the implies near by. 
“Who’s there?"' he called out. 
“ Move, aud I’ll shoot you!” was 
the response. 
Instantly there came a shot from 
the darkness, (lien two other shots, 
which were quickly returned by the 
sheriff’s party. The sheriff was kill­ 
ed at the first tire, und one of his men 
mortally wounded. The men in the 
thicket then rushed up, and were 
bonified to learn that they had been 
firing on friends. It appeared that 
two parties, each unknown to the 
other, hail started out at the same 
time from different places, in search 
of the robbers, who were not oven 
then far distant when this calamitous 
encounter occurred 
Five of Tom Bell's band were cap­ 
tured and lodged in Calaveras jail 
about the first of October. Bell w as a 
member of the party at the time, but 
ma«le his escape. In order to throw 
the officers off the scent, one of the 
confederates reported that his chief 
was at a spot 200 miles distant., and 
the ruse gave him time to escape. He 
was caught, however, and executed 
on the Upper San Joaquin in the Fall 
of 1856.—[Hubert Howe Bancroft’s 
California Pastoral.
